My Fellow Citizens: 
Chosen b y the v otes of a free people, 
u nder, as I tru st, the prov idence ol 
God, to b ecome the gov ernor of my na 
tlv e state, I hav e ju st assu med a sol­ 
emn v ow to b e faithfu l to the du ty 
imposed u pon me. 
This v ow has not 
been lightly tak en. 
I am neither u n­ 
consciou s of the greatness of the task 
imposed u pon me nor of the weak ness 
of my own powers to fu lfill it. A free 
people k nows no other way to manage 
Itself than b y seek ing the will of the 
majority . 
That majority will, how­ 
ev er, soon b ecome a minority u nless it 
prov ides reasonab le ru le for all the 
people, a v iolation of which plain dic­ 
tate of ju stice wou ld b e, in my ju dg­ 
ment, oppression. 
Theories of gov ­ 
ernment will rightfu lly continu e to ex ­ 
ist and b e discu ssed in Indiana, b u t 
now th at th e tu mu lt and passion of an 
election hav e passed, it b ecomes my 
du ty and y ou rs as well to giv e the b est 
of ou rselv es, not only to the mainten­ 
ance of a free gov ernment, b u t also 
to the honest, economical and pains­ 
tak ing administration of pu b lic affairs 
These affairs are to b e managed not 
with an ey e single to party su ccess, b u t 


eno ug h to see that this does not nec­ 
essa rily imply y ou r selection or the 
selectio n o f y o ur personal friend? 
If 
a memb er o f the minority y ou b eliev e 
th e b ipartisan management of state in­ 
stitu tions will promote the b est inter­ 
ests of the state—are y ou patriotic 
enou gh to see th at an election which 
changes y ou from a minority to a ma­ 
jority does not change the principle 
u pon which these institu tions shou ld 
b e administered? 
The gov ernor of this state is not 
au thorized b y y ou r written constitu 
tion to mak e any law’s for y ou . 
This 
is the fu nction of the general assem 
b ly . 
The gov ernor’s du ty consists in 
seeing that when laws are once made 
they are enforced. 
You say y ou want 
them enforced. Do not think th at y ou 
can shirk responsib ility for law en 
forcement b y b erating the officers oi 
th e law, among whom is the gov ernor 
W h enev er any complaint comes to me 
of th e lack of law enforcement in In 
diana, it shou ld not b e sent to me as 
confidential, b ecau se it’ will not b e sc 
treated. 
A citizen is as mu ch b ou nd 
to b ear his part of the b u rden of law 
enforcement as is the law officer. 
1 
shall v ery promptly send any commu 
nication informing me of law v iolation 
to th e proper prosecu ting attorney 
with instru ctions to call u pon the citi 
zen to b ack u p in pu b lic the charges 
which he has priv ately made to me 
If y ou are willing to do y ou r part ol 
the work and any law officer of this 
state shall fail, neglect or refu se to dis 
charge his du ty , the present general 
assemb ly will, I b eliev e, enact su ck 
legislation as will enab le me to sec 
th at the laws of this state are en­ 
forced. 
The peace and w’ell-b eing ol 
this state are not conserv ed b y the 
mu ltitu de of criminal statu tes nor the 
sev erity of pu nishment. If the nu mb ei 
of crimes and misdemeanors were re 
du ced, the degree of pu nishment les 
sened, and greater effort made to con 
v lct for ev ery v iolation of the law. the 
peace, q u ietu de and good order of the 
state wou ld b e greatly increased. 
It 
is the certainty and not the sev erity oi 
pu nishment which lessens the commis­ 
sion of crime. Crime shou ld b e crime 
to ev ery citizen ex cept the v iciou s 
Legislators hav e b een k nown to enacl 
statu tes at the instance of interested 
parties u pon the theory th at either the 
law’ wou ld b e au tomatic or that no at 
tention wou ld b e paid to it after it w'as 
enacted. 
It is the common ex perience 
of mank ind, whether in a repu b lic oi 
in a monarchy , that to enforce a law 
w’hich rises ab ov e the moral sentiment 
rath er with an ey e single to the pu b lic 
weal. 1 hav e not ceased to b e a Demo-! of 
commu nity , su ch enforcement 
crat, b u t I hav e pledged my self this 
day to regard and carefu lly conserv e 
the rights of citizens who were not 
fav orab le to my election, b u t who, I 
hope, will now cheerfu lly accept my 
serv ice so long as it is fairly rendered 
In the b est interests of Indiana. While 
the right of gov ernment comes only 
throu gh the free consent of the gov ­ 
erned. still in a larger sense, that right 
shou ld nev er rest in any m an’s hands 
u ntil he promises to do his u tmost to 
respect the v iews 
and protect the 
rights of alien, denizen and citizen 
alik e, and to giv e to all the people his 
b est in the way of good gov ernment, 
“u nawed b y influ ence and u nb ou ght b y 
gau n.” 
This pledge I now’ giv e to the 
people of Indiana. 
Hav ing promised 
y ou , so far as I can contrib u te to it, 
honest and faithfu l serv ice b y my self 
and b y the pu b lic serv ants ov er whom 
I may hav e control, I tru st I will not 
b e considered a mendicant k nock ing 
at y ou r gates when I su ggest that 
there is lik ewise a du ty resting u pon 
y ou . 
It is tru e that those of y ou who 
were b orn to the pu rple of American 
citizenship hav e nev er v erb ally regis­ 
tered a solemn oath to b e ob edient to 
the constitu tion and laws of the land. 
Still, those who came b efore y ou and 
who b estowed u pon y ou this priceless1 
heritage hav e tacitly imposed th at ob ­ 
ligation u pon y ou , and y ou cannot 
shirk its discharge if y ou wou ld. 
As 
I owe to y ou loy al serv ice, y ou owe to 
me respect, confidence and su pport u n­ 
til, b y lack of ab ility or dishonor, I 
may hav e ju stly forfeited the same.

You call me gov ernor, b u t what I 


b reeds perju ry , discontent, b itterness 
of feeling and local anarchy . 
In its 
last analy sis, regardless of constitu 
tions, statu tes and cou rt decisions, the 
law’ is the moral sentiment of each 
particu lar neighb orhood. 
Civ ic right­ 
eou sness as a theory and civ ic righte 
ou sness as an accomplished fact may 
b e in any commu nity as far apart as 
zenith and nadir. The b est civ ic right 
eou sness is the righteou sness of the 
indiv idu al citizen—of the man w'ho is 
honest not b ecau se it pay s, b u t ju st 
b ecau se he is; the man who is tru th ­ 
fu l not b ecau se it is a good b u siness 
asset, b u t b ecau se b rain and heart do 
not su ggest the lie; the man who is 
sob er not b ecau se of pu b lic opinion 
b u t b y reason of his own self-respect 
Tak e all the v irtu es and all the graces 
of hu man life, v iew’ them from ev ery 
standpoint as y ou may , and y ou r sob er 
ju dgment will conv ince y ou th at it is 
not so mu ch the rigor of the law as it 
is the regard of the indiv idu al citizen 
for his own w’ell-b eing which mark s 
the progress u pward of a people. How 
often hav e we seen men acq u itted of 
statu tory crime w’ho wrere gu ilty b e 
y ond a reasonab le dou b t. 
These ac­ 
q u ittals hav e come b ecau se the legal 
enactment was b ey ond and ab ov e and 
did not meet the approv al of the moral 
sentiment of the commu nity where the 
man was tried. 
How often .again,! 
hav e we seen conv ictions of many of 
the statu tory crimes and misdemean­ 
ors of Indiana referred to jok ingly i 
Su ch conv ictions hav e ceased to b ring 
the b lu sh of shame to the cheek of the 
conv icted man. 
He is, after eonv ic*

As y ou want and hope tc 
hav e y ou r fath ers’ gov ernment endu re 
and y ou r fath ers’ God to smile u por 
y ou , so I b eg y ou to b e zealou s in pro 
moting all the v irtu es of priv ate life 
among y ou rselv es; nev er to u se a dif­ 
ferent ru le in dealing with pu b lic offi 
cials than y ou wou ld u se in the priv at« 
affairs of life; to b e as zealou s ic 
granting to ev ery other man the righi 
to life, lib erty and to the pu rsu it ol 
happiness as y ou are in maintaining 
th at right y ou rselv es; to b e ev er read) 
to u phold y ou r officers in the mainten 
ance of the majesty of the lawr; tc 
k eep constantly b efore y ou r minds the 
fact th at y ou are ru lers in Indiana; tc 
striv e to pu t into the life of the state 
ev ery v irtu e w’hich has b lessed y ou i 
indiv idu al life; to rememb er when ir 
th e majority th at it is not at all im 
prob ab le some day y ou may b e in the 
minority , and that, therefore, good cit 
izenship consists as mu ch in decent 
treatm ent of y ou r neighb or as in the 
enforcement of y ou r own particu lai 
ideas. 
The free people of this state, u ndei 
no compu lsion to act whatev er, adopt 
ed a written constitu tion, as they de 
clared, “to the end that ju stice b e es 
tab lished, pu b lic order maintained and 
lib erty perpetu ated.” 
These seem tc 
me to b e the fu nctions of gov ernment 
in Indiana. 
A complex civ ilizatior 
throws many a side-light u pon these 
propositions, and we hav e, in my ju dg 
ment, b een pay ing more attention tc 
the side-lights than to the principles 
inv olv ed in good gov ernment. 
Whal 
we need is not reform, b u t regenera 
tion. For many y ears th at b ody of ou i 
citizenship which represents the cap 
ital of the state has b een jealou slj 
watching the general assemb ly lest in 
its enactments it shou ld pass some 
law which w’ou ld b e inimical to the in­ 
terests of capital. 
On the other hand 
lab or has also w’atched and importu n 
ed the legislatu re not to pass any en 
actments which wou ld b e inimical tc 
it and of b enefit to capital. To a less 
ex tent here perhaps than in many oth 
er of the commonwealths of this cou n 
try the war b etween lab or and capita! 
is b ein~ fou ght. 
It might b e appropri 
ately describ ed as a state of armed 
neu trality . 
This, how’ev er, is not the 
attitu de which ou ght to b e maintained 
b etween men, ev ery one of whom 
ou ght to u nderstand that the b u siness 
of gov ernment as defined b y the con 
stitu tion is not to promote b u siness 
and it is not the b u siness of b u siness 
to control legislation.

LAW WORKS WELL 


GERMAN GOVERNMENT IS SATIS­ 
FIED WITH COMPULSORY 
INSURANCE. 


INVALIDIT Y F U N D IS PO PULAR. 


In 1907 There Were Over 14,000,000 Peo­ 
ple Insured Under Nation’s 
Protection. 


PROVIDE 
SANITARY 
LODGINGS. 


Probably few of us have noted how 
rapidly the old age pension has been 
spreading about the world. 
In Germany 
the plan in its practical operation might 
be called a form of compulsory insur­ 
ance under government direction aud 
with government help. 
Thus every person working for wages 
or a sulary not exceeding $500 a year 
must take out an old age or infirmity in­ 
surance policy on which he pays one- 
half of the annual premium while his 
employer pays the other half. 
From the 
fund thus obtained pensions are paid to 
persons whom sickness or infirmity have 
incapacitated for w7ork as well as to 
those attaining the age of 70 years. To 
each recipient of an invalid or old age 
pension the government makes an addi­ 
tional grant of its own. 
The amount 
of the pension is determined upon the 
double basis of the wages received by 
the pensioner while he was at work and 
the uniount he has paid in premiums. 
How Germany Works It. 
In 1007 there were insured in Ger­ 
many iii the government old age and in­ 
validity insurances more than 14,000,- 
000 persons-—from which astounding fact 
you can gather something of the propor­ 
tions of the new idea, says Mr. Hu ase I 
in a notable article in Hampton's Broad­ 
way. 
In practice the invalidity pension has 
proved more popular than the strictly old 
age pension, for the reason that the in­ 
firmity pension can be entered upon when 
the invalidity occurs and after the age of 
TO it takes the place of an old age pen­ 
sion. 
Thus while in 1007 there were 
110.007 persons receiving the straight old 
ape pension, there were more than $00,- 
000 who were in receipt of the infirmity 
pension. 
The tot a I national expenditure 
in 11*07 on the insurance account was 
$52,750,000, of which about $4,200,000 
was for old ago pensions. 
The average pension paid was:

Of course these sums seem very small 
».* tis. hut we must remember, first, that 
the difference between our country and 
Germany in respect to the relative cost 
of living is a fact always to be reckoned 
with in making comparisons, and second, 
that Germany was tile pioneer in these 
reforms an I lier cautious first steps have 
been far exceeded by the nations that 
have followed her. 
There are five classes of contributors to 
the German fund: 
I—On annual wages or salaries of $87.50 
the annual premium is 3V6 cents a week: 
2 —On annua! wages or salaries of $137.raj 
the annual premium is 5 cents a week, 
On the annual wages or salaries of $212.50 
the annual premium is 0 cents a week; 4— 
On annual wages or salaries of $287.50 the 
annual premium is 7*4 cents a week; 5—On 
annual wages or salaries of $500 the uu- 
i-ual premium is 9 cents. 
Certain Restrictions. 
Benefactions under the act are some­ 
what restricted. 
Thus old age pensions 
are paid to only those who have con­ 
tributed for at h ist 1200 weeks aud the 
disablement pension lo those who have 
contributed for at least 500 weeks. 
It 
was thought that a wholly unrestricted 
pension scheme was too fearsome an ex­ 
periment, the whole thing being at best 
so bold a leap in the dark aud in defi­ 
ance of snored traditions.

Even in a country where living is as 
cheap, easy and comfortable as it is in 
Germany, $57.50 a year as a pension is 
no great sum; but if is an income, a man 
eim live on it in Germany, ami every 
reform must have a beginning, often of a 
timid aud feeble character. 
There is also another matter to be 
considered. The government collects and 
• ares for the fund from which these 
pensions arc paid, composed of the con­ 
tributions of workmen and employers. 
it is thus in possession of an enormous 
sum of money. 
Much of this money it 
Invests for profits iu order to provide the 
pensions, hut part of it is put into im­ 
provements for the benefit of workmen 
for the sole purpose of improving their 
health and thus keeping down the pen­ 
sion payments. 
Is not 
that 
a 
most 
curious and suggestive fact'/ 
As a mat­ 
ter of mere business the government 
uses a part (and a very considerable 
part) of the fund at its disposal to build 
sanitary homes for workingmen, hospi­ 
tals for workingmen, and to fight tuber­ 
culosis among workingmen. 
And large­ 
ly from this cause have come those ex­ 
cellent, airy, 
well-lighted dwellings in 
which so many German working men 
are comfortably boused in the cities. And 
if this government has now found that 
to provide healthful dwellings is good 
business because thereby it can keep 
down the nation’s sick list, how great 
i< the accumulated wrong that other 
workmen suffer and have suffered, being 
housed haphazard and so often in dead­ 
ly environments? 
If the old age pen 
•ion had wrought no other good but 
merely to force attention to this vast, 
vital and fundamental housing problem, 
the world should call it blessed.

Unless a man were reasonably 
sure that his declining years would he 
passed amid tile horrors of the poor­ 
house. he would never do a bit of work.

tile revenues, nor impaired the national 
character. 
Productive industry has not 
been paralyzed and there has been ample 
store of incentive. 
Undeniably in the 
last twenty years the condition of the 
German workingman has very greatly 
improved; he has more comfort, more 
health, more joys. 
And this has been 
one of the greatest causes of his bettered 
situation.

DAVID’S OBSEQUIES. 


How an American Royalty Received a 
State Funeral. 
The recent death of Prince David, heir 
presumptive or the old line of Hawaiian 
kings, and the brother of Prince Jonah, 
the present delegate at Washington, was 
an event of great interest in Hawaii. 
The curious and picturesque pageantry of 
his obsequies appeals alike to the his­ 
toric aud to the aesthetic sense of all 
America. 
Never before, surely, was a state fu­ 
neral accorded by order of the United 
States to a person of royal blood resi­ 
dent within the national domain. 
The 
occurrence emphasizes vividly the co­ 
lonial expansion of recent years with 
its necessary broadening of national sym­ 
pathy for alien ways and traditions. 
The native Hawaiians, still deeply at­ 
tached to the ancient 
dynasty, found 
great satisfaction in the honor; aud the 
state funeral of an American subject be­ 
came iii all its details the royal funeral 
of a Hawaiian sovereign. 
The boily of Prince David lay in state 
in Honolulu. At midnight, with no light, 
the coffin with all the royal regalia was 
borne to the throne-room. The approaches 
to the capitol were 
guarded 
by the 
militia, aud all day long a continuous 
procession of all nationalities 
poured 
in at one door aud out at another. 
The room is beautiful: and 
it 
was 
filled with wonderous kahilis- the “feath­ 
er trees,’’ permitted only 
to 
royalty, 
graceful, fountain-like masses of feath­ 
ers, tin usands in each kahili, and in all 
exquisite and vivid tints of tropic plu­ 
mage: some all scarlet, some white, some 
lavender, some yellow and some brown. 
Over the bier of the dead prince lay 
a priceless great feather robe, soft and 
glowing, of yellow touched with scarlet.

bronze statues.
